The defective forcos of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul and tha Chicago & 
North western Railway companies have de- 
cided to form a union In an effort which li 
now being made to stamp out the gang of 
car thieves which bos been working be* 
tween Chiago and Milwaukee. 'In order 
to do IMb ths companies will establish an 
officer in ever/.itatlon along the two lines. 
For the pait six or seven years the com* 
panies have Buffered heavy losses from rob- 
. bcriei of can and the loot received by thii 
gang baa run into thousands of dollars. 
For some lime tbo detectives of both com- 
panies have been at work, bat the thieves 
driven from one track bavo limply tramped 
across the country to the other and started 
work anew. The officials have discovered 
that much of the loot secured in these 10b- 
berloa ha* been shipped into Chicago and 
there it found a ready (market. 
. In the put two moiiuw Detective Green, 
of 'tbo' Chicago & NoAh western force, has 
been working along the Una and bfi has 
caused more tbao,n Iowa arrest* in Keno- 
sha alone. His wojk, however, haa not 
had the desired 'remits, as robberies ace 
. atlll being reportedRaily at the offices of 
the company. TheGang of thieves seem 
to have little feat IE 'the officials of tbo 
cities and the few irests made by police 
officerVin north shte cities have had no 
effect. Itisclalmttthat the guilty par- 
ties are mostly tralps and they arronjw to 
make their eutirejmug by stealing from 
the railway complies;' These men 'eatnl£" 
lisb camps at cejvehiont points between 
the two. rail ways Jnd work from both sides. 
Usually the thefl ore of ft petty nature, 
but in some casefeports have been brought 
of cars being foken open and a Jarge 
amount of. mercjuttdisa taken.

Naval Militia will Bombard tho City, while 
2,000 Soldiers Try to Defend It. 

ChiciiRo is to be bom horded by sea and 
defendetl along tho lake shore In <v grent 
land and naval milllary Bpoctacle, such ns 
tho western -metropolis haa never wit- 
nessed. Adjutant General Smith has this 
ambitious plan In hand. Els negotiations 
with four other states, Michigan, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, made tho pro- 
ject public. Thereupon ho confessed lo 
some of the details. 

Four thousand men, about equally di- 
vided between the National Guard oE Illi- 
nois and the Naval Reserves o£ five states, 
are on the cards lit participate in tho great 
sham battle, 2,000 Bailors to attack Chica- 
go with five warships while the other 2,000 
boys in blue, with artillery, which. will 
possibly bo Battery C of Waukcgan, do- 
fend the soil oE Illinois from the enemey's 
invasion. 

Tbe warships' would come from the five 
states, each of which has audi a vessel. 
Illinois has tbo Dorothea. At Toleda, O., 
is the largest warship on tbo great lakes, 
and tho other three states bavo smaller 
vessels, This project depends ua to date 
upon the.time to be set for the national 
maneuvers of tho army and naval reserves 
of tbe states at Indianapolis in tho sum- 
mer, and will probably bo not later than 
July. 

General Smith's' idea is that for one day, 
on their way to Indianapolis, the 4,000 
troops and tors referred to can bo gathered 
in Chicago for a great aham battle. The 
one obstacle ia the expense, some of tho 
states not having. appropriate funds for 
bringing their vessels and' sailors. Tbo 
estimate of cost is 110,000, and as the sham 
battle would bring from 200,000 tooOO.000 
visitors to Chicago, it is believed tbo fond 
could be raised in a day.

DOWIE TO |HM IN COURTS 

Dowie and Voliva Cannot Come to an Agreeable Set- 
: tlement out of Courts; Many Creditors . 
Will Start Suits Aaainst Dowie 



With the peace negotiations between 
Dowie and Votiva at an end, both sides 
are busily preparing for tho fight In tbo 
courts, andltisaqueition which side will 
open tbe battle; Tbo arrest oE Dowie be- 
fore tho end of the week is believed not 
improbable. 

After a long conference Tuesday between 
Dowie and his attorneys, £. C, Wetton 
and P. C. Haley, .the latter rammed his 
work of preparing tho chancery bill, which 
will ask that the transfer of JSlon's proper- 
ty by Voliva under Dowie's power of at- 
torney to Alexander Granger be set aside 
us illegal and void. 

The preparation of the bill, it is said, 
has been greatly retarded through tbe re- 
fusal of the present administration at ZEon 
to permit access to tbe books and records 
of Zion City, and it Is probable that one of 
the Lake county Judges will be petitioned 
order the records opened to tbe inspection 
of Dowio's attorneys. 

The stereotyped reports that Dowie was 
about to start for Zion City were circulated 
at tho Aditorium Annex Tuesday, hut tbo 
self-styled "Elijah third. First Apostle, 
and Moses second" did not leave his apart- 
ments, The bill for the week's stoy of 
Dowie and bis party, amounting. to 8280, 
was paid by Deacon Peters, and no Intima- 
tion was given to the hotel clerk as to bow 
much longer Dowie intended to remain, 

A number of investors in Zion industrial 
stocks and depositors in the bank ore 
clamoring to begin . criminal proceedings 
against Dowie on the cbnrge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, and it Is de- 
clared that 11S persons have signified will- 
ingness to lake such action. One woman 
who is said to have invested $40,000 in 



lace industry stock on Dowie's representa- 
that it was paying 10 per cent, created a 
brict scene at the administration building 
Tuesday hy loudly demanding that Dowie 
be prosecuted. Tbe lace industry, it is 
charged, bos never paid 10 per cent, and 
such dividends as were paid to sharehold- 
ers ere said to have been taken out of tbo 
capital. 

A special meeting oE Zion's Investors was 
held at Zioti City and soveral letters sim- 
ilar to that read atthe Sundny service, pro- 
testing again Bt Dowie's methods, were 
given to them. The letters date book as 
far as 1902. A letter from Charles J. Bar- 
nard, former general financial monager, 
written to Overseer George L, Mason at the 
opening of tbe present crisis, revoales the 
causes of Barnard's resignation. He was 
unable to tolerate Dowie's illegal actions, 
and could see but one result of them/ "the 
destruction of Zion. 1 ' He stated that when 
tlie bank was founded be had prepared a 
type written list of rules for the institution, 
including a regulation that 25 per cent of 
tbe deposits should be held as a cash re- 
serve, and that no more than 10 per cent 
should be loaned to one person. 

.'- These rules were submitted to Dowie, 
who gave them his approval, and pat them 
tn bis pocket. He was the first violator, 
fn drawing a check for 15,000 for improve- 
ments on Bon MocDhoi. Dowie directed 
that a gold reserve be maintained, and 
when $5,000 oE that metal bad been saved 
he ordered thnt it be used to help meet a 
check for $7,000 which be bad drawn in 
payment for books ha had bought. His 
ovciirnfts, Barnard stated, amounted to

Kenosha has a new 'incorporated com 
puny, for on Tuesday afternoon a number 
of 'the prominent businsss men met at tbo 
office of attorney James Caranagh, and or- 
ganized a company to be' known as tbe 
"Safety Railway Switch Company" of 
Kenosha. The company is organized with 
a capital stock of 930,000 and incorpora- 
tion papers were filed with the Secretory 
of State. The incorporators of the new 
Com piny are ' Harry Raymond, Ed word 
Frondsen, and Julius T, Pabst all of Ke- 
nosha, The stock of the company is di- 
vided into shares of t>100. each, and ~ it is 
said thnt nearly all oE the stock has al- 
ready been subscribed for. 

The company is organized for the man- 
ufacture of a safety railway switch which 
has recently been patented by. Harry Ray- 
mond. He some time ago gained fame 
by his work in making a contrivance For 
utilizing ocean waves as a means of power 
but this second invention is claimed to be 
entirely practical and it js said that It will 
completely revolutionize railroading la tbe 
United States. The suggestion for tho 
invention was given to Raymond by the 
recent railway wrecks which resulted from 
misplaced switches. 

Model? of the invention have been made 
and it is claimed that there is a great fu- 
ture for Raymond and his companv. The 
device is a switch which- is automatically 
locked and opened by tbo use of a third rail 
system ou the rail way '. It is claimed that the 
rail is so set that a -train moving at the 
rate of a hundred miles an boar will set 
tho switch perfectly, •• Men who have care-

Village and Township Officers Should 
Make Itemized Reports. 

The time is here when tbe village and 
township officers should publish their an- 
nunl reports, 

No law on tho statute books is more 
specific as to official duty than the ono re- 
ouiering these reports to be published. 
There are few laws that have been bo com- 
pletely ignored. 

Tbe enforcement of this law would have 
saved Peoria thousands of dollars. Its en- 
forcement may save other cities, towns and 
villages thousands of dollars. 

Many reports that are published might 
as well not be printed. When a treasurer 
says he has received a certain amount of 
money, and paid out a certain amount to 
the school districts, he might as well not 
have published any report, . If he says he 
has received certain amounts, and states 
when and from whom he receives tbetn, 
then he has done right; if he states he has 
paid to a certain person a certain en in for 
teaching, or for work upon tbe rood ia vil- 
lage or township, then he has furnished a 
report which will enable tbe lax payers to 
ascertain whether or not be has beea pad- 
ding (be pay rolls. A mere statement of 
an aggregate amount received and expend- 
ed gives no information of any value to the 
public, and can be utilized to cover up just 
such crimes as startled tbe people of Peoria 
and have been found elsewhere. ■

One of . the Most Dastardly 

Cases Ever Reported In 

Kenosha County , and Is 

Unparalleled 

One of the most dastardly, coses oE cm* 
elty to animals ever reported in Kenosha 
county was brought to the notice of the, 
agent of the Eumano society Monday, and 
it will probably result in a half a dozen 
of tbo leading young men of tbe village of 
Bassett's Station being brought before tho 
bar of justice, says tha Kenosha News. 
The victim of the crualty was a dog be- 
longing to 3. Nolan, a well known resident 
of tho village, and the incident took place 
just after nightfall last Friday evening. 

The dog is alleged to havo been lured 
into a blacksmith shop, and after be had 
been covered over with turpentine, one of. 
the men touched a ll«hted match to the 
hair of the dost and started him down tha 
street. Xbe agonizing yelps of tha burn- 
ing animal are alleged to have caused great 
merriment among the men. Nolan had 
permitted the dog to sleep in his barn, and 
after the dog had been set on fire be started 
on a bee line for the born. . Fortunately 
Nolan saw tbe dog coming and rushing out 
into the. yard he caught tha animal and 
plunged him into a ditch* extinguishing 
tbe flames. Had the dog reached the born 
there is no doubt bat thai the barn and /' 
contents would have beea burned and tho 
Ion to Nolan would have been a heavy one. 
Nolan declares that the dog was in no way 
at fault and that bo was not a vicious 
animal, but simply a little dog kept as a 
pet about tbe house. He claims that the 
men connected with the outraire were all 
men oM enough to know better, and that 
the. ring leader- in tbe gang was' a man 
nearly 30 years old. 

Such extreme cruelty has never been - 
heard of in Kenosha before, and Agent 
Karnes has taken up tbe matter and will 
insist that tho men be prosecuted to tbo 
fullest extent of tho law. It is claimed 
that tbe men connected with the firing of 
tbe dog are among the best known young 
men in that section and their arrest will 
uudoubtedly cause a sensation. The mem- 
bers of the Humane society .will stand he- 
hind the agent and insist that the investi- 
gation of the cose be a most thorough and 
far reaching one in order that none of. the 
guilty parties may escape the punishment - 
which they so richly deserve.

Thero ore plenty of linrahoro- You do 
not meet them In a business way but in 
goneral conversation, , Thoy have tho 
western habit of telling unbelievable stor- 
ies of ud venture and etc., na a moans of 
entertainment, I am gathering .together 
somo early day stories which I will send at 
somo future time.

It would take a prophet to tell when 
there is going to be a vote on the rate 
bill At the same time a vote is assured, 
and the mere fact that there will be a vote 
and legislation is enough to make it cer- 
tain that tho name of Theodore Roosevelt 
will rank high in tbo list of presidents who 
■have really done things. , , Opponents ,pf the 
President and opponents of rate legislation 
of all sorts have pointed to the practical 
assurance of a court amendment as an in- 
dication that tho President has been de- 
feated in his fight for remedial legislation. 
Such critics have short memories. It will 
be easily recalled that only a fortnight be- 
fore the session opened, rate legislation of 
any sort wns scouted by many people as nn 
"irridescent dream" or something of that 
sort. The session had hardly opened be- 
fore it was found that the sentiment for 
legislation was so strong that it coald not 
be denied. Then nil the forces of the op- 
position were turned to making the legis- 
lation of as little effect as possible. The 
most that any of them have succeeded in 
doing ia to have a reasonable assurance of 
a court review provision that may hamper 
but will by no means kill the law. It is 
doubtful if the President yet realizes that 
by a coalition of tho democrats and a few 
staunch republicans that he will be ablo to 
crowd through the Hepburn bill unamend- 
ed. But this is not the case. The amend- 
ment will bo tacked on by the Senate and 
it- will be adhered to in conference. But 
tha first fight will have been won and rate 
legislation will bo an assured fact. There 
probably will be more drastic legislation 
in tho futuro. There certainly will be if 
it is shown that the coining law does not 
have tho effect that the President intended. 
But the fact remains that the first fight is 
as good as won nnd if there is further 
legislation needed it will come just as 
surely as tho rate bill is going to pass. 
This achievement is enough to assure tho 
President's name a plnce in history, and 
historians will see to it that the honor is 
. duly accorded, Tho present victory ia the 
line of rate legislation will .look a great 
deal bigger a decade from now than it 
does today.

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The New Croton Dam One of 
the Wonders of the World 



' Larder thin Three Greatest European Dams Comhlned— The Oretl 
Croton LaJte— Masonry Dams olComparallTely Recent Origin. 
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Tho clnin jiiflt completed which la to 
add :i4,UQO,000,o6o,000 gallons or witter 
to New "Yorlta city's water supply! - 3 
tho largest dam In the world: Wo

It h» 9 talccn 14 years to construct 
this worlc and cost ¥7,700,000. In tho 
labor of construction there has been a 
iHMk-iiMy small losa of life compared 
with other undertakings of this ltind. 
Some men woro killed by prcmnturo 
explosions and there were a few other 
aceldonts; but, Mr. Coleman, the chief 
of the Arm of contractors which built 
tho dam, says thoro has been less 
loss of life in the work on the Croton 
dam than on any other similar work 
la the history of such operations. 
On co the work was retarded a short 
time by a atriico, and for three weeks 
the Seventh regiment was kept busy 
at the dam; hut no other serious dis- 
turbance Interfered. 

"Work was begun In the autumn of 
1892 and on March 10 of tho present 
year tho workmen laid down their 
tools, tho dam was finished. A trip 
over the construction railroad was 
.made by Mr, Coleman, the engineers 
on tho work, and the Catholic priest 
who had had charge of tho two chap- 
els built for the workmen, then the 
rails were torn up and nil signs of. tho 
work of construction removed aa 
quickly as possible.

Lt Is comparatively recently mason- 
ry dams of notabio size have been con- 
structed, they are a feature of the de- 
velopment of modern engineering. In 
tho sixteenth century there were in 
existence mnBonry dams of great 
height, hut only in the last half of the 
nineteenth century were they design- 
ed in accordance with tho great prin- 
ciples of engineering, maximum 
strength with minimum of material 
and cost. In masonry darns the danger 
to bo guarded ngalnst Is crushing. 
Thcro Is the prcssuro of tho height or 
water behind the dam to bo met by 
sufficient resistance and the crashing 
of Ice when tho spring floods come. In 
the new Croton dam, which Is the cli- 
max or masonry dams, tho most fa- 
mous enslncors have handled those 
problems. "While tho stops of stone 
below the spillway top are rough and 
uneven, tho work there Is, if anything, 
more carefully done than In the main

a public park. When the city obtain- 
ed possession of tho tract covered by 
the dam and lake, many roads and 
bridges had to be done away with. 
These have been replaced by the con- 
struction of 36 miles of macadamized 
xoad along the shores of the lake. 

Whore the Croton was once but a 
narrow river, Its character has been 
no changed It becomes a great lake, 
2,400 feet across at the dum breast, 
filling the valley behind It for nearly 
20 miles and spreading at Hunter's 
Brook to an extreme width of two 
miles, Three miles from the new dam 
13 the old Croton dam, onco regarded 
as n wonderful structure, when the 
waters have risen to tho top of the 
now dnm tho top of the old Croton 
dam will be d feet bolow the sur- 
face.* ' 

The now dnm is divided Into three 
sections. The main dam extends 1,- 
400. feet from tho south side of Croton 
valley to n point where spillway and 
bridge span begin. Tho spillway, 
which curves away to the eastward, is 
1,000 feet in length. A steel nrch 
bridge 200 feet long follows the 
straight line of the main dam, and 
over this and the top of the main dain 
Is n highway 21 feot wine. After tho 
water passes the spillway it flows un- 
der tho bridge. Water that has risen 
to the top of the spillway will he 10 
feet below tho level of the highway. 
The depth of water In tho dam will 
ho 100 feet. 

When Now York nndeitook tho con- 
struction of a new dam considerable 
time. was spent In. the vitally Iruport- 
nnt matter of selection of a slto. At 
first a site a mllo and an eighth farther 
down stream was chosen, hut no con- 
struction was ever begun nt this polnL 
Borings were made nil over tho vnlloy 
before final decision was mado and 
work began. It was found necessary 
to penetrate to tho solid rock for a 
foundation, and not until a depth of 85 
feet was solid rock reached, Oh this 
firm foundation has. been reared "tho 
moat, enormous „ piece of masonry In 
the world. It la 2,400 feet long from 
the south end of the main dam to' the 
north end of the spillway. At Its baso 
It Is 216 feet thick, and this tapers to- 
ward the top, "where " It 1b. ton feet 
across at the top of the' main' dam. 
The slope of the Inner wall Is very 
Blight" 'That the reader may have 
some appreciation of the size of the 
now "dam; we reproduce .well 'sum- 
marized Information concerning' the 
stupendous engineering feat. The 



dam. The rough stops nro made of 
great blocks of stone from two to five 
tons in weight, and they are Joined 
with tho finest precision. When the 
Uood3 of early spring bring a great 
volume or water over tho dam, it will 
be full of Ice, giant blocks many tons 
in weight, which must bo crushed ns 
they drop from step to step below. To 
meet their shock and to reduco them 
to powder the big stone blocks were 
put in the face of tno spillway." 

The layman is perhaps better able 
to appreciate In sonic small degreo the 
skill required, the care necessary, In 
construction or such a work as tho 
Croton dam, by glancing nt great 
works built elsewhere that have 
proved In some vital point weak, In- 
ndenuutc. 

In looking over the subject of dam 
building and the great dams of tho 
world, tho writer comes ' upon the 
chronicle of what 13 spoken of as 
"dam failures;" lennis that the com- 
mon causes of failure are, sliding on 
tho baso or on some horizontal Joint; 
overturning; fracturo due to tension; 
crushing, in the cuse of masonry 
dams; and, rarely, tho breaking up 
and washing away from tho top down- 
ward. Tho most disastrous reservoir 
failure of recent days, was that gen- 
erally alluded to as tho Johnstown 
Hood, when 2,000 people lost their 
lives and between $3,000,000 and $4,- 
000,000 worth of property was destroy- 
ed. Tho South Fork dnm, nn earth 
dam built about three, miles above 
Johnstown, was carried away, and tho 
reservoir emptied itself in about 45 
minutes. The failure hero was an In- 
sufficient wasteway. The original 
specifications for the dam called for a 
waterway 150 feet wldo; at the tlmo of 
the disaster the way was but 130 feot 
in width. 

In 181)0 the Walnut Grove dam In 
Arizona, ono of the highest rock-fill 
dams over built, failed, and many 
lives were lost thereby. An Inade- 
quate spillway Is thought to have 
caused this disaster. The Walnut 
Grove. dnm was 110 feet in height, 
about ten feet thick at the top, 140 
feet at the base. Granite blocks com- 
posod both faces, the dry-faco walls 
20 feet thick at the base and Ave- at 
the top. *A very heavy rainfall and 
the, inadequate spillway worked tho 
ruin. Defective foundation and a very 
heavy rainfall lasting several <Jaya, 
caused the failure of the dam on the 
Colorado river at ■ Austin, Texas, 
Which occurred in April, 1000.

Opera Was Played 
In That Year With Success, 
The season of 1859 was remarkable 
far tho first appearance in opera of 
Adellna Plttl. This now and youthful 
prima donna, the youngest daughter 
of Catallnn Barlll, under the direction 
of her kinsman and master, Maurice 
StrakDsch, came forward at the Now 
York Academy of Music Nov. 24 In 
the title rolo of "Lucia dl Lammor- 
moor." She was then but 10 years 
old, but had already learned to man- 
ago her voice, a flutelike, flexible so- 
prano, with extraordinary skill and 
taste, and capable critics at once rec- 
ognized In the debutante "one of those 
rare singers who appear at long In* 
tervalB on the musical horizon, to re- 
vive not only the hopes of managers 
but the enthusiasm of the public." 
This prediction had quick fulfillment 
After a short Initial engagement In 
Philadelphia Mile. Pattl, piloted by 
Strakosch, embarked «n a concert 
tour which ended at New Orleans, 
whence she sailed for London, where 
she may be Bald to have fairly begun 
a career which, like her art, must long 
remain in lyric annals. Thereafter far 
upward ot forty years she held first 
place, and during the greater part of 
that time she was not only a sweeter 
but a better singer than any other wo- 
man In tho world. Her name lends a 
golden ending to any record of the 
early daya of opera In America, — Llp- 
plncott's.
